Sir, 


I herewith enclose for your action, a communication received from Messrs. Farrel & Co. 
Contractors for the erection of vault in court yard of the U.S. Mint building in this city, upon the 
receipt of the same, an examination was made as to the actual necessity of the request. By this 
examination, I find that it will be necessary to furnish the vault with more light than can be 
obtained by the present mode, ie., gas through improvised pipes of rubber, with very inferior 
burners upon the fixtures, even with the addition of candles; the present “fixtures” cannot be 
bought sufficiently close to the work. As to admit of sufficient light, for the workmen to properly 
prosecute the work, the consequence is, considerable delay; 


I would, under the circumstances, respectfully suggest the introduction of Electric lights, 
at the earliest possible moment so as to permit of the finishing of the vault, and its transfer to the 
Mint Authorities for use.
